EXPENSES SHOW

Little Accomplished in 
Drive for Economy 
During July. 


W ASHING TO N, Aug. 21 — D espite 
the drive for econom y, the cost of op­ 
erating' the A m erican governm ent dur­ 
ing July— the first month of the new 
fiscal year—show ed a sharp increase 
over 
the 
sam e 
period of 1924, the 
treasury departm ent reported today. 
The total cost o f governm ent 
last 
m onth, the treasury announced, was 
$245,592,753, 
an 
increase of $37,597,- 
000 over federal expenditures in July, 
1924. 
T his increase was caused ch ief­ 
ly by allotm ents of $10,000,000 to m eet 
a deficien cy in the postoffice depart­ 
m ent and of another $10,000,000 for 
application 
on 
the national sinking 
fund. 


In the face of the president's orders 
for strict econom y, how ever, a m a­ 
jority of the governm ent departm ents 
show ed higher costs of operation in 
July than in the sam e m onth of 1924.

EXPENSES SHOW 
BIG INCREASE 


Little Accomplished in 
Drive for Economy 
During July. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 — Despite 
the drive for economy, the cost of op 
prating the American government dur­ 
ing July—-the first month of the new 
fiscal year—showed a sharp Increase 
over 
the 
sam e 
period of 1924. the 
treasury department reported today. 
The total cost of government 
last 
month, the treasury announced, was 
$245,593,763, an 
Increase of $37,597,- 
000 over federal expenditures In July, 
1924. This Increase was caused chief­ 
ly by allotments of $10,000,000 to meet 
a deficiency In the postoffice depart­ 
ment and of another $10,000,000 for 
application 
on 
the national sinking 
fund 


In the face of the president's orders 
for strict economy, however, a ma 
Jority of the government departments 
showed higher costs of operation in 
July than in the same month of 1924. 
The principal exception were the navy 
department, which showed a saving of 
$7,800,000 and 
the 
war department, 
which reduced its operating cost $3,- 
085,000. 
On the other hand, the treasury it­ 
self used $0,500,000 more in July than 
a year ago in refunding Internal rev­ 
enue receipts while an increase of $6,- 
700,000 was noted in civil service re­ 
tirement payments. 
Treasury officials showed tho great­ 
est, concern over $10,000,000 use?! to 
meet the postal deficiency. This item, 
it was said, Indicates that the present 
postal rates are bringing in too little 
revenue,

postal bill
